The prior art Pomytkin et al (WO 00/28944) discloses the use of succinic acid or 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable salts effective for treating insuline resistance associated 
with other disorders such as obesity atherosclerosis structurally unrelated to the claimed 
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compounds of formula (I). Therefore, there is no special technical feature of Group I 
required in Group II.
